Computers 


The student in Computer Technology 
learns the skills of testing, maintaining, 
assembling and trouble-shooting a com- 
puter system Microprocessors and digi- 
trainers are the electronic devices used 
by the student to build microprocessor 
computers. This year, students learned a 
lot about programming and basic elec- 
tronics of Digital Pop-8e-ronics of Digital 
Pop-8e computers. Some of the projects 
that students participate in are repairing 
a computer from a local machine com- 
pany, repairing the school’s shop electri- 
cal tools, and building power supplies.
